After getting started to work 
in the office, which, she explains, 
is much like any other office 
routine, she wrote that she was 
enjoying lovely weather.

"It's called the Guttenberg. Had 
soup, fillet mignon with mush¬ 
rooms, chicory salad, garlic 
bread, potatoes and apple cider. 
Ate with a colonel I know quite 
well from Wright-Patterson.” 

Another time Ginny writes: 
"Mother, you should be here be¬ 
cause they have mineral water 
that comes from 4,000 feet under 
ground. People come from all 
over the world to bathe in it and 
drink it. It’s supposed to cure 
arthritis.” 

Not unmindful that she is in 
a country where thoughts and 
actions speak of war, she wrote 
her parents that she “is reminded 
all the time to be cautious. The 
other day my two bosses were 
teasing me and asked what I 
would do if the Russians started 
moving in. I said, ‘I’d go with 
you two wherever you go.’ We’re 
supposed to keep a bag packed 
with slacks and underwear, a 
thermos bottle for water and 
some canned food on hand. I 
don't do it. There’s no danger at 
all. You people are in as much 
danger. Perhap not you in Ken¬ 
tucky, but Oleta and C. B. are.” 
(Oleta and C. B. Engle live in 
Xenia, Ohio.) 

"Don’t worry about me. There 
are MP’s and AP’s all over the 
place. Anyway we all (Ameri¬ 
cans) have to be in at 12:00. Even 
Generals have to be in at mid¬ 
night.” 

In her most recent letter writ¬ 
ten to her parents on April 20. 
Ginny says, "The farm lands are 
beautiful. I wish I had the vo¬ 
cabulary to describe the beauty 
of the country. 

“I’m going to fly to Paris in 
two weeks. Then in June I’m 
going to Bavaria and the Alps.” 

Miss Day was graduated from 
Morgan County high school in 
1948 and attended Sinclair Col¬ 
lege and the University of Day- 
ton. 

Ginny expects to be in Wies¬ 
baden about two years, and in 
addition to visits to Paris, Ba¬ 
varia and the Alps she. plans 
to tour other places in Europe 
before returning home.

“I'm homesick! Been homesick 
ever since I got here. The place 
is wonderful and I’ve met some 
very nice people, but I’m still 
homesick.

I certainly hope mine 
isn’t a maladjustment. The ex¬ 
tremely different customs and 
traditions are quite hard to get 
accustomed tx>.”

"Just to give you a general idea 
of prices over here. Saturday at 
the Palast my evening .meal con¬ 
sisted of consomme, salad, lamb 
chops, string beans, potatoes, gar¬ 
lic bread, butter, dessert and all 
the coffee I could drink—and it 
cost 95 cents. 

"Their coffee here is lousy, and 
the water is sometimes contamin¬ 
ated, so they specialize in beer.

“Wiesbaden could be an ex¬ 
tremely beautiful city. It’s too 
crowded. The streets are too nar¬ 
row (of course they make their 
cars quite small, I guess to fit the 
streets) . . . The flowers are out 
of this world. They are all so 
pretty it’s breathtaking. And 
they’re dirt cheap too. Everything 
over here is cheap.” 

It was nice to find prices so 
reasonable, wrote Ginny, but com¬ 
puting the American dollars and 
German marks was confusing. 
Then, too, the lavish display of 
food on every hand proved dis¬ 
gusting to the Kentucky girl who 
thought she would find, if not 
rationing then impoverished cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“I ate with a friend at the Nes- 
seurhof Hotel. We had an elabor¬ 
ate dinner—twelve courses, and it 
cost 7 marks, 20 Pfennings (l'? 
dollars). The whole meal was 
practically wasted. It was good, 
but I just couldn’t eat so much 
stuff. No one could. Even the 
places the Americans have taken 
over serve so much food that it 
practically disgusts me just look¬ 
ing at it. 

“They treat you over here as 
though you were a princess. This 
morning I started to push my 
grapefruit hull back and put my 
eggs in front of me and the waiter 
acted as though I had openly in¬ 
sulted him.” 

In writing home about the type 
of buildings in Wiesbaden, Ginny 
said all are made of plaster, stuc¬ 
co, brick, stone, etc. “This being 
such an old country the wood¬ 
land has been cleared tong ago.” 

She writes that she loves to 
window shop and it is very 
satisfying since “they put every¬ 
thing they have on display in the 
shop windows.

CIVIL DEFENSE IS NO LAUGHING MATTER 

The statement that Russia has enough atom 
bombs to bomb every industrial center in the 
United States tonight is plain enough and comes 
from one who should know. When Val Peterson, 


head of the Civil Defense Administration, made 
such a startlingly clear remark, he was not 
using it to start a wave of mass hysteria, but 
in plain language was trying to point out to 
citizens the country over that each Ground Ob- 
servor Corps is a vital part of our country’s 
defense. 

Peterson cited the lack of volunteers to man 
these defense posts as one of our weakest links 
in guarding our country from Russian air at¬ 
tack. The Civil Defense head did not imply that 
our citizenry was not patriotic in not rushing to 
join a civil defense unit, and went on to say that 
in the event of attack we would throng to the 
volunteer posts, but as the old saying goes, there 
is no need to lock the barn after the horse has 
been stolen. 

In other words, after that initial bombing of 
each of our industrial centers, it might be too 
late. Now is the time to volunteer our services to 
the Ground Observor Corps; now is the time to 
familiarize ourselves with every type of plane, 
allied and aggressor; now is the time to spot 
an enemy plane in our sky. 

Morgan, as are many other Kentucky coun¬ 
ties, is an agricultural county, but our hills might 
be the route enemy planes would take in trying 
to slip through to Louisville, Fort Knox, or even 
Ohio industrial centers. 

There must not be a blank spot in Kentucky’s 
air warning system. One blank spot might be 
the gap that would allow enemy planes to fly 
many minutes unobserved into the industrial 
middle west. 

It is not so far-fetched that we can allow 
ourselves to smile derisively at such an idea. It 
could happen here. 

When the Ground Observer Corps meets we 
should respond as we thought our county were 
Air Highway No. 1.

HAZEL GREEN ONCE HAD 
HORSE RACING AND FAIR 

We are indebted to S. R. Amyx 
of Ezel for the following story. 

Mr. Amyx has a ticket which 
reads: “Hazel Green Fair, Third 
Day, Friday, Oct. 18, 1895, Admit 
one.” He found the old ticket be¬ 
hind the mantel in his home 
which was owned at that time 
by Mize Nickell. He has kept the 
ticket fourteen years. 

Mr. Amyx said he was four¬ 
teen years old and attended three 
of the fairs at Hazel Green. The 
race track was in the bottom now 
owned by Bob Miller and J. I. 
Hollon, in front of the Franklin 
Walter home. 

The track was one half mile 
long and horses were brought 
from all Eastern Kentucky and 
frem Montgomery and Clark 
counties and entered. Winning 
horses received from $50 to $100 
and the crowds would number 
from 1500 to 2000 people. Mr. 
Amyx said they would come in 
wagons, buggies and on horseback 
and some would stay over in 
Hazel Green which was then the 
most popular town in the moun¬ 
tains.

This poem is interesting from j 
the standpoint of its humor and 
its account of an unusual event. ' 
Our interest in the unusualness i 
blinds us to some of its short- i 
comings as a poem. Aside from 
the uneven line lengths, the 
poem's weakness can be found in 
the rhymes which often turn out 
to be not true rhymes. Consider 
the following as examples: fifty- 
swiftly; called-waterfall; hand- [ 
man; wife-wife. The poem also i 
contains some evidences of trite- J 
ness as in the phrase, “strange 
but true.” 

Readers of M.M. may have no- : 
ticed that I do not criticize all | 
the poems published here. This i 
does not mean that poems not j 
criticized by me are considered j 
perfect and above criticism. It I 
would be almost impossible to 
find such a poem, even if it were i 
written by Shakespeare. The I 


| reader, on the other hand should 
I not assume that the poems I do 
criticize are considered worse 
than those I do not criticize. The 
fact that I add critical comments 
to one poem and do not criticize 
another does not mean that I am 
comparing the two in any way. 

Whether or not I “riticize a 
poem depends upon a number of 
things such as the following: the 
amount of time I have, the 
amount of space available in the 
column, and whether or not I 
tnink my criticism will help the 
writer of the poem and the other 
contributors to the column. 

Some day when I have more 
time, I intend to summarize some 
of the most common mistakes 
made by amateur writers and do 
a whole column on the subject. 
Perhaps that would be more help¬ 
ful.

Courier Note: One of the rea¬ 
sons why our poetry editor is 
pushed for time is the great 
amount of writing he does. Rare¬ 
ly does a week or so pass that a 
piece of Engle prose or poetry 
cannot be found . in magazines.

CLERKS, JUDGES TO MEET 

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 5— 
Circuit court judges and clerks 
throughout the State have been
